MOST Tower Hamlets 
children starting primary 
school in September have 
gained a place at one of 
their top three choices. 

The figure of 9 5.7 per cent - up 
2.3 percentage points on 2013 - 
is the best since the introduction 
of the pan-London co-ordinated 
admissions scheme. 

It is also one of the highest in 
London - the capital's average 
this year is 92 per cent. 

The proportion of children 
offered their first choice school 
in Tower Hamlets has also 
increased - by two percentage 
points, from 83.7 per cent in 2013 
to 85.7 per cent this year. 

The improving figures 
were released by the govern- 
ment last week. 

There is a rising need for 
places in Tower Hamlets, as 
there is across the whole of 
London, and applications for 
primary schools in the borough 
rose by 58 this year (from 3,329 
to 3,387).

for the new school year in 
September. 

The pan-London co-ordinated 
admissions scheme has been 
in effect for primary schools 
since 2011. 

It allows more parents to 
be allocated a school of their 
choice by a fairer distribution of 
available offers. 

Parents fill out a single 
application form which is then 
shared between different 
London boroughs. 

Tower Hamlets Council 
notified parents last Wednesday, 
April 16 of the outcome of their 


applications by email or letter. 

Those whose children have 
not been allocated a place at a 
chosen school will now have to 
choose from the schools where 
there are places remaining. 

Overall, 97.3 per cent of 
children have been offered one 
of their top six choices - also 
an increase on last year, of two 
percentage points. 

In March it was announced 
that 97.22 per cent of pupils 
gained a place at one of their top 
three choice secondary schools 
in Tower Hamlets - up by 
6.17 percentage points.

Dress takes centre stage 


A WEDDING gown designed 
by a dress maker from Mile 
End 100 years ago is being fea- 
tured in an exhibition of bridal 
wear which opens next month. 

The Victoria & Albert Muse- 
um's Wedding Dresses exhibition 
traces the development of the 
fashionable white wedding 
dress and its interpretation by 
leading couturiers and design- 


ers, offering a panorama of fash- 
ion over the last two centuries. 

The exhibition includes a 
beaded wedding dress (pictured 
right) from 1914, which was de- 
signed by Aida Woolf who was 
born in Mile End where the 
dress-making and tailoring 
trades were located. Aida worked 
her way up from an apprentice- 
ship to owning her own couture 


house in the West End. Her 
success enabled her to 
continue to upgrade her retail 
address and by 1938 she had 
premises in Mayfair. 

The designer was Jewish and 
among her clients was Phyllis 
Blaiberg who wore the dress 
featured in the exhibition to 
many Bertie Stone at Bayswater 
Synagogue in September 1914. 



Jewish cemetery given 
English Heritage award

A 19th century Jewish 
cemetery at the centre of 
Oueen Mary, University 
of London’s Mile End 
campus has been awarded 
a grade II listing by 
English Heritage, as a site 
of important historical 
interest. 

With its distinctive flat 
gravestones (right) representing 
the equality of all people in 
death, the Novo or Neuvo Beth 
Chaim Cemetery is one of only 
two exclusively Sephardic ceme- 
teries remaining in England. 

The cemetery provides a 
visible link to one of the oldest 
immigrant communities to 
settle in the Mile End area. 

It opened in 1733 after the 
community of Sephardic Jews 
from Spain and Portugal and 
their descendants grew too 
large for their original cemetery 
- the Velho, or Old Cemetery. 


Over the next 150 years, 
almost all Sephardi burials in 
London took place at the site, 
including that of celebrated 
boxer and author Daniel Men- 
doza (1764-1836) and merchant 
Benjamin D'Israeli (1730-1816), 
grandfather of Victorian prime 
minister Benjamin Disraeli. 

A plaque dedicated to Men- 
doza now sits on an outer wall 
of Oueen Mary's library. 


The current cemetery at 
Oueen Mary is the remaining 
part of the site's 19th century 
extension. In 2012 it underwent 
a renovation to preserve the 
cemetery and significantly im- 
prove the appearance and use 
of the surrounding area. 

The perimeters of the site 
were redefined with new plants 
and fencing, and a raised path- 
way was constructed at the 


southern end, widening the 
path behind the Law and Arts 
Two buildings. 

Near the middle of the ceme- 
tery a circular enclosure marks 
the landing spot of a World War 
II bomb. Paving within the 
circle forms a six-pointed Star 
of David, and a pedestal in the 
centre commemorates those 
whose memorials were 
destroyed by the blast.

Three found guilty 
of Ajmol’s murder 



Ajmol Alom was one of his school's brightest prospects

THE family of a Poplar 
teenager who was mur- 
dered in an unprovoked 
attack have urged young 
people to turn away from 
violence and knife crime. 

Sixteen-year-old Ajmol Alom 
was fatally stabbed as he walked 
with friends in Spey Street, 
Poplar on August 12 last year. 

Ajmol's family spoke 
out after three men were 
convicted of his murder at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court on 
April 11. 

Aminur Nadir Khan, 19, of 
Robin Hood Gardens, Poplar; Ali 
Akbar Choudhury, 21, of John 
Smith Mews, Poplar; and 
Mashudur Rahman, 22, of 
Victoria Street, Stratford were 
found guilty of Ajmol's murder 
and of causing grievous 
bodily harm with intent to his 
16-year-old friend. 

All three men will be sen- 
tenced on May 2. 

A fourth man, Muhammod 


THE Metropolitan Police 
says there is no evidence 
of criminality after scruti- 
nising files received from 
the Department of Com- 
munities and Local Gov- 
ernment (DCLG) relating to 
Tower Hamlets Council. 

The three files contained in- 
formation given to the DCLG by 
a member of the public and by 
producers of a BBC Panorama 
programme screened on March 
31, which made allegations 
about the council and its gov- 
ernance. 

On April 4, the DCLG sent 
auditors Pricewaterhouse 
Coopers LLP (PwC) to the Town 
Hall to begin an investigation 
based on the material in the files. 

The council has not seen the 
material in these files but refutes

In a statement, Aj mol's fam- 
ily said: “It has meant a lot to us 
to hear evidence from members 
of the local community who 
came forward to help our son. 

“Ajmol was a part of us and 


allegations made in the 
programme. 

A statement by the Met

nesday, April 16, said the files had 
been reviewed and officers had 
liaised with PwC. 

It added: “There is no credible 
evidence of criminality within 
the files to provide reasonable 
grounds to suspect that fraud or 
any other offence has been 
committed at this stage. 

“Therefore the MPS will not 
be investigating at this point in 
and believe it is appropriate for 
the material to be reviewed 
further by PwC and DCLG. 

“We will continue to liaise 
with them should their audit un- 
cover evidence of criminality.'' 

A council spokesman said: 
“The news from the Metropol-

Just days after his death his 
family received his GCSE results 
- ten A grades and three Bs. 

The court heard Ajmol and his 
friends were approached by 
four men wearing hoods and 
scarves in Spey Street. 

One of the group was stabbed 
in the face through his cheek 
and moments later Ajmol was 
stabbed in the thigh. 

Both teenagers were taken to 
hospital where Ajmol died. 

The attackers made off to- 
wards St Leonards Road in 
Poplar but were traced through 
CCTV, witness statements and 
evidence linking them to the 
scene of the attack. 

Detective Inspector Julie 
Willats, who lead the investiga- 
tion thanked, witnesses who 
gave evidence. 

She said: “This incident high- 
lights the misery that knife 
crime causes. 

“I hope the verdict acts as a 
deterrent to those who carry 
or use knives or associate with 
others who do so.''

Making art out of archives

A new arts project starts 
this spring, working with 
disabled people to take 
archives ‘Out of the Box’. 

The council's Local History Li- 
brary & Archives in Mile End is 
pioneering new approaches to 
provide access to its rare collec- 
tions for different communities, 
working with filmpro, a dis- 
abled-led digital arts agency 


Thanks to a grant from Arts 
Council England, the Out of 
the Box project will give disabled 
residents the chance to be in- 
spired by the council's extensive 
archival collections, which reflect 
centuries of East End history. 

Through a series of free work- 
shops, led by digital and video 
artist Caglar Kimyoncu, partic- 
ipants will be able to explore 


selected archival materials us- 
ing a combination of audio, 
spatial and visual approaches to 
the collections. 

Participants will then devel- 
op their own creative respons- 
es, culminating in a series of 
new collaborative artworks. 

Foteini Galanopoulou, 
projects development manag- 
er at filmpro, said: “We are 


excited to be working on a 
project that will offer fresh 
interpretations to archival ma- 
terials, showcase new artwork 
and present different ways of 
engaging with local history." 

Disabled residents interested 
in taking part are invited to meet 
the team and find out more at 
drop-in sessions from May 22. 

The Out of the Box exhibition 


will be showcased in November 
during Disability History Month 
at the local history library.

£11,000 drugs sting 

CLASS A drugs with an estimat- 
ed street value of more than

Warning over 
publicity code 


LOCAL Government Secre- 
tary Eric Pickles has sent a 
warning to Tower Hamlets 
and four other councils 
to comply with a revised 
code of publicity. 

The council has already re- 
viewed East End Life following 
publication of the revised 2011 
Publicity Code and made a 
number of changes as a result 
of external legal opinion. 

A spokesman said: “While 
the code states councils cannot 
publish a newspaper more than 
quarterly, it also says they have 
a duty to provide cost-effective 
information to all residents on 


issues that affect them, such as 
community safety and public 
health. 

“Councils also have a duty to 
publish statutory notices, for 
example on licensing and 
planning. Balancing all this, 
Tower Hamlets decided the 
best value-for-money use of 
resources was to continue to 
produce a weekly publication." 

Mr Pickles has given the 
council 14 days to respond. 

“We will be responding with 
information based on our re- 
view, a recent independent ICM 
resident survey and cost effec- 
tiveness," the spokesman said.

WWI memorial 
trees are stolen 


TREES planted in memory 
of schoolchildren killed in 
a World War I bombing 
raid have been stolen from 
a Poplar park. 

Three of the ten elm trees as 
well as a black poplar planted 
earlier this month were taken 
from Trinity Gardens, where the 
bombed school stood. 

They were planted by the 
council in memory of 18 pupils, 
most of whom were aged six 
or under, who died when a 
German bomb hit Upper North 
Street School in June, 1917. 


A spokeswoman for the 
council said: “We will be look- 
ing to replace the missing trees 
as soon as possible. 

“We will also install extra 
measures such as tree guards to 
protect them from being 
damaged or stolen," she said. 

Parks staff have also been told 
to keep a close eye on the trees 
once they are planted. 

The stolen trees, donated by 
the Conservation Foundation, 
were planted in a ceremony 
with the help of pupils from near- 
by Mayflower Primary School.

‘Commitment to 
election integrity'

THE Electoral Commission 
has praised the council 
and the Metropolitan Po- 
lice for their preparations 
to uphold the integrity of 
the borough’s elections. 

The elections in Tower 
Hamlets will have the strongest 
system to prevent fraud in 
London - and one of the most 
robust in the country. 

A new Local Protocol to ensure 
free and fair elections on May 
22 and help to establish trust 
in the electoral system was 
launched in January by the 
main agencies involved in 
running the elections. 

Led by the returning officer, 
the council has been working 
closely with the police and 
Electoral Commission to estab- 
lish an elections system which 
goes beyond what most other 
councils do, and has the 
strongest anti-fraud measures 
possible within the current law. 

Allegations of electoral fraud 
are taken extremely seriously 
and will be investigated 



robustly, promptly and fully. 

The Electoral Commission 
issued a statement last Monday 
updating voters on the progress 
in Tower Hamlets. 

It read: “We have been pleased 
that the returning officer and 
the Metropolitan Police have 
worked hard to put in place 
plans to deter and detect elec- 
toral fraud, which will help to 
ensure that the elections in the 
borough are run in a fair and 
transparent way in accordance 
with electoral law. 

“The Commission supports 
the steps taken by this local 


partnership to address the 
genuine concerns of electors, 
campaigners and candidates 
in the borough." 

Tom Hawthorn, head of elec- 
toral policy for the Commission, 
said: “We urge all candidates and 
campaigners in Tower Hamlets 
to make a clear public commit- 
ment to respect the integrity of 
the election process, and to 
follow the steps set out in the 
returning officer's protocol." 

Returning officer John 
Williams said: “I am pleased that 
the Electoral Commission has 
praised the measures intro- 
duced in Tower Hamlets. 

“We want everyone in the bor- 
ough to take part in free and fair 
elections in which the integri- 
ty of their vote has been thor- 
oughly safeguarded. We have 
put in place rigorous processes 
to ensure that this is the case.” 

Police borough commander 
Dave Stringer added: “The 
Metropolitan Police are pleased 
that Tower Hamlets has been 
recognised for its commitment 
to preventing and detecting 
electoral malpractice."

Common wisdom says that 
moving home is one of the 
most stressful experiences, along 
with having a child, getting 
divorced or losing your job. 

But for most of us, the thought 
of moving home is usually 
positive; we look forward to a 
new place to keep our family 
safe and well, where we can live 
comfortably, and where we can 
enjoy a happy life. 

So what makes moving so 
stressful, and what can we do to 
make it easier? There are three 
main areas of stress related to 
moving - financial, practical 
administration and emotional. 

Good preparation can reduce 
the likelihood of financial and 
admin stress. There's help avail- 
able as part of the FITH Getting 
on with Money project. 

If you hope to move one day 
but it feels like a long way off, 
it can be easy to put off planning.

Such a short notice period can 
put real pressure on your mon- 
ey, not least because most of 
these properties are completely 
empty. 

So imagine; you get that 
phone call from the council's 
Housing Options team telling 
you your bid is successful. What 
that really means is that with- 
in just a few days you need to 
find the money to buy things 
like carpets, beds, a cooker and 
fridge, chairs and furnishings. 

You also need to tell your cur- 
rent landlord you are leaving 
and ask for any deposit, as well 
as pay any final bills and arrange 


for new utility contracts for 
gas, electric, water, phone etc. 

If you've moved a long way 
you need to think about trans- 
port for getting to school and 
work. 

And you should find out 
about facilities, shops and sup- 
port in the new area. 

Managing all these financial 
and admin demands within 
such a short space of time often 
causes people to get into debt. 

At FITH we want to make sure 
that your new home feels as 
warm and comfortable as a 
home should be, without caus- 
ing you financial stress. 

That's why we are now offer- 
ing new workshops, which help 
you prepare for a new home. 
The workshops are for anyone 
registered with the council for 
a property or living in 
temporary accommodation.

Long service awards for 
borough’s foster carers

“MY home is their home. 
They are part of me and 
they are part of my 
household.” 

These were the words of one 
woman after she was present- 
ed with a special award celebrat- 
ing her long service as a foster 
carer. Ernestine John has been 
fostering teenagers from 
Tower Hamlets for 15 years. 

She and two other foster fam- 
ilies have just been presented 
with awards in recognition of 
their efforts. 

Miss John began fostering 
after sponsoring an orphaned 
boy in Gambia and realising she 
could make a difference. 

She said: “I have always felt 
that if I'm in a position to give 
a child a home I will do so. 

“I have young people's inter- 
ests at heart. I work with 
teenagers and they have 
problems and everything but 
you are helping them. 

“Everyone says 'how can you 
foster teenagers?' but I say it's 
not a problem. Once they know 
the ground rules and every- 
thing, it's great. 

“I'm doing it because I want 
to do it, I want to make a differ- 
ence. I enjoy it and as long as I've 
got my health I can see me do- 
ing it for a long time.” 

Miss John was honoured 
along with two other foster 
families - Patricia Marshall and 
Helimun Nessa Miah with her 
husband, Shafique. Mrs Marshall 
described fostering as 
“absolutely rewarding”.

She added: “I treat them 
like my own children. Many 
have returned back to their 
family. A few have gone on 
to universities and some have 
kept in touch. On Mother's Day 
I received a bouquet of flowers 
from one or two.” 

Mr and Mrs Miah have fos- 
tered 13 children over the years. 
Mr Miah said: “Some people 
think 'why are you doing this?' 
and I say our children are grown 
up and are looking after them- 
selves and we wanted some 
children in the house. We just 
love looking after children.” 

On receiving the award, Mr 
Miah said: “It's fantastic and 
we are very happy. When we 
came home I called all our 
children and they all came and 
looked at it.” 

These three families were 
among 81 to receive awards at 
the council's annual celebration 


evening for long service and 
training achievements. 

Four more families celebrat- 
ed ten years of foster caring and 
another eight marked five years' 
service. They all received glass 
photo frames and vouchers. 

Robert McCulloch-Graham, 
director for education, social care 
and wellbeing at the council, said: 
“Offering a loving home to a child 
in need is one of the most self- 
less acts imaginable. 

“The council is enormously 
grateful for the efforts of these 
foster families but more 
importantly, the children in 
this borough are enormously 
grateful because they are the 
ones whose lives these families 
have saved.” 

The council recently launched 
a service called choosefostering, 
aimed at recruiting more 
families who are able to foster 
siblings.

THOUSANDS of runners 
made their way through 
the streets of Tower 
Hamlets during the 
London Marathon. 

The 34th race saw 35,864 
runners cross the finishing line. 
Thousands of them did so while 
raising money for charity. 

Race sponsor Virgin Money 
estimated that a record 750,000 
people supported the runners 
as crowds lined the streets, 
many turning out to witness Mo 
Farah’s much-anticipated 
Marathon debut.

Farah finished eighth with a 
time of two hours, eight min- 
utes, 21 seconds as Kenyan world 
record holder Wilson Kipsang 
won his second title in London. 

Edna Kiplagat narrowly beat 
fellow Kenyan, Florence Kipla- 
gat, in the women's race. 

There were plenty of East 
Enders running in their wake as 
they strived to raise as much 
money as they could for 
charity. 

Shahib Ali, a trainee GP in the 
Tower Hamlets Vocational 
Scheme, ran his third Marathon, 
completing the course in four 
hours 25 minutes. 



“I was not happy with my 
time at all, there is a sense of 
under achievement and I need 
to improve," he said, although 
he was glad to have finished. 

He was raising money for Di- 
abetes UK with a target of 
£500. 

Swimming coach Lesley 
Green ran in four hours 32 
minutes. She was raising 
money for the Bobath Centre for 
Children with Cerebral Palsy, 
specifically for Joshua Haroon 
who needs specialist physio- 
therapy treatment after brain 
damage. 

Lesley, who hurt her ankle at 
the 17-mile mark, was encour- 
aged to keep going when she 
saw the Haroon family and 
Joshua cheering her on. 

She has raised £300 so far and

Managing director at Credit 
Suisse Stefano Toffolo had 
completed the Brighton 
marathon only the previous 
week in memory of his late 
father, Franco, who died last 
November from a heart attack, 
aged 79. 

This was Stefano's fifth 
London Marathon which he 
completed in five hours 25 
minutes. 

So far he has raised £8,000 for 
Heart Research UK and 
Dementia UK, two conditions 


which affected his father. 

Council workers Joanne Day 
and Divesh Gandesha both 
completed the race. 

Joanne, who works in the 
sports and physical activity 
team, was running the 
Marathon for the third and 
final time. 

"This was the slowest time yet 
out of the three Londons that I've 
done. Five hours and five min- 
utes - but I'm so glad I did it one 
last time,” she said. 

"The atmosphere, support 
from crowds and bands playing 
along the route was amazing, 
especially crossing Tower Bridge 
and around the Isle of Dogs. 

"I remember listening to a 
gospel choir along Westferry 
Road and there was a fantastic 
steel band on the roundabout 
at Billingsgate." 

She raised £1,755 for the 
Royal Free Hospital Kidney Pa- 
tients Association, a cause close 
to her heart after her brother- 
in-law underwent a kidney 
transplant in January. 

This was Divesh's first London 
Marathon which he completed 
in five hours 28 minutes. 

"I didn't run for any charity, 
it's just something I've always 
wanted to do. 

"Even though it was difficult, 
it was a good experience and I 
really enjoyed taking part," said 
the parks business develop- 
ment officer.

Family fled the East End after 
a scandal ruined their lives 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


LAST week we saw how Robert 
Henry Lawson had raised himself 
from the poverty of a Whitechapel 
childhood to become an important 
figure in the local church, to 
invent a perpetual motion machine 
and attend Oxford University. 

It's fair to say that amid the self- 
improvement and education there exist- 
ed a certain amount of fantasy and on 
December 13, 1867 the life of Robert and his 
young family took a darker turn. 

Robert had been visiting a home in 
Poplar to read Bible passages and on the 
way home he paused to look at the strik- 
ing effect of the moonlight falling on the 
spire of Poplar Church. At least that was 
Robert's side of the story. 

A ten-year-old girl named Elizabeth 
Ellen Bolton said that Lawson had stood in 
a doorway and indecently exposed himself 
to her and a schoolfriend. Robert was ar- 
rested and brought before Thames court. 

In the dock he was visibly distraught. 'All 
the clergy in the district know me/’ he plead- 
ed to Mr Benson, the sitting magistrate. 
“Don't send me to prison. I have a wife and 
family; they will be ruined by this foul 
charge against me." 

Mr Benson was, not surprisingly, 
unsympathetic, remanding Lawson 
in custody until the next day, when he re- 
turned with the Rev Henry Boyden, vicar 
of St Mark's in Victoria Dock. 

The minister swore Robert had been a suc- 
cessful scripture reader for six years, that 
he was a moral and well-behaved man. Re- 
markably, or perhaps not for the time, Ben- 
son discharged the captive with the words: 
“I hope I am not doing the wrong thing." 

But the damage was done. It had been 
reported in the London newspapers so he 
couldn't continue in the East End. 

A little more than a year later - and a cou- 
ple of weeks after the birth of another son, 
Alfred - the entire brood went to Canada. 

The skills he had learned in Whitechapel 
were useful in the New World. In 1871 
he was a boot maker in Windsor, Ontario. 
It was here that son Walter died shortly 
after birth; Donald would be born in 1872. 

After three years in Canada, the 
family moved to scratch a living as 
subsistence farmers outside Detroit. It 
wasn't a success. 

Next they moved into the booming city,

setting up a home sweatshop and 
weaving rag carpets, with Robert return- 
ing to his preaching duties in the evenings. 

Fascinating snippets of the life come to 
light through Alfred's later writings - he 
penned his first novel in 1904. 

Both Alfred and George were expected 
to work hard and study hard: Alfred was 
selling newspapers on the streets of Detroit 
at seven and had to fight the other news- 
boys for a pitch. He worked the bobbin ma- 
chine in his father's factory, was a 12-year-old 
shoeshine boy, and a hotel bellboy. 

But he was expected to do well at school 
and move up. In 1881, at just 16, big broth- 
er George left home and sailed back to the 
East End. 

Five years later, at 17, Alfred left home to 
pursue a career in minor league baseball. 
After most of the children had gone, Robert 
and wife Mary moved back to Ontario, 
where he resumed his old trade as a mu- 
sician. 

Shorthand was becoming a popular skill 
in the newly literate and business- 
oriented country... so Robert devised his own 
system, based on phonetic speech. 

Alfred says he taught his father's 
shorthand to students at a business school 
he ran in Buffalo, New York in the early 
months of 1894, but nothing of the system 
remains. Two years later, he died follow- 
ing a stroke. His two sons were just getting 
started. 


George had scratched a living as a 
labourer in Bethnal Green since he returned 
across the Atlantic, but it wasn't what he 
had visualised. So in 1881, he went to 
Woolwich and joined the Army. He was un- 
derage, but lied, and served in Ireland, then 
through Egypt to India. 

He contracted syphilis and by 1886 was 
in a military hospital suffering from 'ma- 
nia'. Reports have a man suffering 'irritability, 
restlessness... and delusions of grandeur'. 

Later that year he was invalided out, 
without a pension and labelled as of 'bad' 
character. He would soon return to Ontario 
where, alongside brother Alfred, he became 
a travelling sewing machine salesman. 

For the pair became renaissance men of 
a type that only existed in those frontier 
days of America. While Alfred was a suc- 
cessful ball player. 

George was a soldier, vaudeville troupe 
manager, performing hypnotist, medical 
quack, evangelist and anti-Ku Klux Klan cru- 
sader who sought to break baseball's 
colour line by founding integrated leagues. 
Or did he? 

One baseball writer describes George as 
“a notorious confidence artist, self-promoter 
and womanizer who was involved in a 
number of unsuccessful - and usually 
fraudulent - schemes to launch baseball 
leagues in the early 1900s. 

“A 1 Lawson, at least, had played 
professional baseball, albeit briefly; 


George Lawson simply rode his brother's 
coat tails.” 

Generally a league would be set up, 
money would be taken, and then the 
crowd would turn up to find George had 
skipped town. His credibility spent, George 
set himself up as a hypnotist, the Profes- 
sor Lawson Hermann, spending time in 
and out of jail. Next he became a doctor, 
'curing' all manner of diseases. 

In World War I he managed to con his 
way into a job as a recruiting officer in the 
Canadian Army, virtue of his 'distinguished' 
service record. 

Later he would become a Reverend, 
campaigning against, then for, then against 
the Klan. In 1926, exhausted, and with his 
sixth wife having left him, he died. 

Alfred was slightly more credible. He 
finished his baseball career and from 1908 
became a genuine aviation pioneer, 
building his own planes and winning 
huge government contracts to run postal 
routes. 

He built his last airliner, the Lawson 
Super in 1926. It crashed on its maiden flight. 

His credibility was shot, yet in 1929 he 
emerged with his own philosophy/religion. 

Lawsonomy championed vegetarian- 
ism and claimed to have found the secret 
of living to 200. The creed brought in eco- 
nomics, questionable physics and he said 
his theories would conquer the world by 
the year 2000. 

Remarkably, many people bought in, and 
in 1943 he set up the University of Law- 
sonomy in Des Moines. 

In 1952, he stood before the US Senate to 
explain a questionable deal whereby 
Lawson had abused his charitable 
status to make a profit on war surplus 
machinery. 

Alfred simply baffled the senators by 
explaining his philosophy at enormous 
length, and they let him go. 

By the time of his death, in 1954, he was 
a shadowy figure, moving between 
the homes of his acolytes, his finances a 
mystery to this day. 

If Robert had been an enigma, the two 
boys he unleashed upon the world were 
simply extraordinary, journeying from 
East End slums to take on, and con, the world. 

Today, the only memento of the 
remarkable Lawsons is the one remaining 
facility of Lawson's university... a farm near 
Racine, Wisconsin. Nearby is a large sign, 
reading University of Lawsonomy.

AS the weather warms up 
and residents get out in 
their gardens, it’s a good 
time to remember the 
council’s garden waste 
service. 

The collection service is avail- 
able to residents who live in a 
house and have a garden. The 
council provides a green 
reusable bag and makes week- 
ly collections from homes. 

Most types of garden waste 
can be collected for composting, 
including bark, flowers, grass 
and hedge cuttings, leaves, 
plants, small branches, logs and 
small branches (up to 50cm in 
diameter) and weeds. 

The garden waste is taken to 
a facility in east London and the 
resulting product is sent for 
agricultural use.

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Graham Barker discovers waterside views and tucked-away gardens a 



Discover 
a slice of 
Island life 


YOU’RE never far away from water 
on the Isle of Dogs. As you follow this 
circular walk from Crossharbour 
you’ll encounter spectacular views 
across Millwall Dock, South Dock and 
the Thames, as well as courtyard 
gardens, heritage ships, community 
projects and an architectural pick- 
and-mix. 

From Crossharbour DLR station, walk 
northwards - in the shadow of the DLR 
viaduct - until you reach wide steps and a 
glass lift; these take you up to the central 
boulevard of Baltimore Wharf (1). This smart 
residential development - with zigzag walls 
and a starlit archway -has been landscaped 
with trees and water features. 

Currently being constructed alongside, the 
Baltimore Tower is designed like a twisting 
tornado, 45 storeys tall. 

Beyond Lotus, a floating Chinese restau- 
rant, the view widens out across Millwall 
Dock (2). Opened in 1868, Millwall Dock 
focused on foodstuffs - McDougall's flour, 
Maconochie's pan yan pickle and Morton's 
jams were all manufactured nearby. 

Across from where you're now standing, 
an innovative pneumatic system - rather like 
a series of elephant trunks - siphoned grain 
quickly out of ships' holds and into the vast 
central granary. 

Continue to Harbour Island, projecting onto 
the water like a paddle steamer. Nip left at 
the first Stothert & Pitt crane and follow the 


covered walkway behind the cafes and 
shops. Across the water you'll see the 
glass Design Cube - a floating marketing 
office - and to the south the dock narrows 
at Glengall Bridge, providing a vital link 
across the 'Island'. 

From Harbour Island you emerge oppo- 
site the Harbour Exchange office develop- 
ment, built in the late 1980s. Exchange Tower 
forms the centrepiece, clad in reflective 
blue glass, dazzling in the sunshine. 

A few steps along the cobbles and you're 
out on Limeharbour, facing a cluster of small 
business units. Built in 1984-6 - when only 
old dock sheds stood hereabouts - Skylines 
cut a distinctive profile, with sail-like 
rooflines and red window frames. 

Cross Marsh Wall with care - it can get 
busy - and continue through Meridian 
Gate. As you step upwards you reach a 
circular garden, planted with shrubs and 
pampas grass. The view opens out over 
South Dock. 

This is one of three parallel docks running 
east-west that together formed the West 
India Docks. Once busy handling cargoes 
from around the world, these days they pro- 
vide a waterside setting for the glistening 
Canary Wharf skyscrapers. 

Two heritage vessels (3) are moored in the 
corner of South Dock. Portwey - named 
after the Portland and Weymouth Coaling 
Company for which it once worked - is a 
coal-fired steam tug dating from 1927.

Alongside, the Lord Amory is a floating base 
for the Docklands Scout Project where 
youngsters learn how to kayak, sail and row. 

Leave the waterside by the signpost, 
heading along Lawn House Close. Jack Dash 
House (4) - named after the dockers' union 
leader of the 1950s and 60s - was original- 
ly built for the neighbourhood council. It now 
houses the East End Community Foundation, 
the Real disabled people's project and the 
Riverside Centre for older people. 

Around the corner, look out for the stone 
heads - including a crowned prince, a 
policeman and top-hatted gent - peering out 
from the Glen Terrace houses fronts. 

The colossal Blue Bridge (5) comes into 


view. Erected in 1969 by the PLA - and the 
fifth bridge on this site - it has a span of 
110 feet and still opens for ships to navigate 
the channel into the West India Docks. 

Cross Manchester Road with care, and 
follow the lane beside the former dockmas- 
ter's office, now home to the Canal & River 
Trust. The roadway curves through Pierhead 
Lock - a delightful crescent of Modernist-style 
flats around a central lawn- with a stepped 
roofline culminating in a riverside tower. 

Here there are uninterrupted views across 
to Greenwich Peninsula. As a nod to Green- 
wich's time-keeping history, Richard Rogers 
designed the Millennium Dome - now the 
O2 arena - with a diameter of 365 metres,

established as a large hotel in 1864 and 
rebuilt in 1932. Some 1,000 stevedores 
would wait at 6am for 'call on' casual work 
here, perked by coffee and rum. And the 
George also served as one-time head- 
quarters of Millwall Athletic Football 
Club - originally known as the 'Dockers' and 
largely recruited from Morton's canning 
factory nearby 

Walk across East Ferry Road and you're 
back at Crossharbour DLR station, 
the end of your walk.

an apex 52 metres high, and 12 support 
prongs, to represent the days, weeks and 
months in the year. 

Alongside, there's Ravensbourne College 
- speckled with circular windows and 
tessellating swirls - and the Emirates Air Line 
cable car flying at an altitude of 90 metres. 

Follow the riverside path to the pumping 
station (6), built to handle storm water. John 
Outram's curious design - like a vivid 
postmodern temple - includes columns 
representing tree trunks and blue-brick 
layers to symbolise changing water levels. 

The pathway dips inland briefly, before 
re-joining the riverside. Halfway along the 
long run of houses, cut through the alley- 
way; you emerge into Capstan Square, 
framing a neat green, dotted with trees, 
shrubs and flowers. 

Slope down to Stewart Street and curve 
left around the Samuda Centre, home to the 
Cubitt Town Youth Project. The Samuda 
Estate extends to the south, developed in 
1965-7 by the GLC and named after the 
Samuda Brothers' shipbuilding firm 
based here in Victorian times. ^ 

Alongside the Island Medical Centre, 
you enter Castalia Square (7). Commu- ** 
nity centre cum United Reform Church, 
Island House serves as a hub for local ac- 
tivities - including ESOL classes, em- „ 
ployment training and street dance 
groups - and there's a small shopping 
precinct. 


At the far side, head left into St John's Park 
(8) through an archway topped with a 
cut-out tree, a motif repeated around the 
railings. Take time to explore the park - you'll 
find ball courts, rope swings and stepping 
logs - before exiting by the tennis courts. 

Continue left around to Strattondale 
Street. The Cubitt Town Library (9) soon 
comes into view. Built in Bath stone with 
garlands and a crowning cupola, it has 
''the air of a French railway station" according 
to architectural historian Nikolaus Pevsner. 
It's one of over 2,500 libraries donated by 
Scottish-American steel magnate 
Andrew Carnegie to help "the 
industrious and ambitious" progress their 
education. Look out for the 1905 foundation 
stone, standing outside, 
as you pass.

REDCHURCH Street is the 
epitome of cool so what 
better challenge than to 
head to Shoreditch with 
my mother in tow to see 
what we can find. 

The usual eateries were 
crammed, so we decided to 
head off the beaten track. 

Cafeand is located behind a 
shop selling an eclectic mix of 
delicately crafted teapots, glass- 
ware and pots. 

Compact and bijou, the 
cafe is unadorned and proud, 
with the kitchen being part of 
the seating area, creating a 
sense of intimacy between staff 
and diners. 

We were virtually alone and 
the two chefs were happy to 
share their enthusiasm about 
the ingredients, whilst prepar- 
ing a salad that must have tak- 
en the morning to create and 
was fast becoming a work of art. 

We kicked things off with a 
granola dish like no other: home- 
made granola with organic 
yogurt and cinnamon. My 
scrambled eggs with roasted 


tomatoes were delicious. My 
mother was silenced with a 
petit pois torte, enlivened with 
a salad of purple-sprouting 
broccoli, roasted cauliflower, 
sliced radishes, quinoa and 
lentils, with an olive oil, garlic 
and lemon dressing. Both deli- 
cious and healthy. 

Desserts of flourless chocolate 
and hazelnut torte and Guinness 
and ginger cake (all homemade 
of course), although ruinous to 


the waistline, were nectar to the 
senses. 

Everything was served at a 
confident and controlled pace, 
so you wouldn't come here for 
a speedy snack, but luckily they 
welcome gourmands with open 
arms. 

Two ate what turned out to 
be a three-course bmnch for £20 
a head including pretty much 
the best coffee we've ever 
had (we chimed in unison over 


the in-house elegant glasses). 

Why such a secret? Their 
raison d'etre seems to be the 
pursuit of perfection with the 
idea of commercial gain a 
welcome by-product. 

Well lucky us I say, a peace- 
ful, perfect start to our weekend, 
we received a rude awakening 
as we tripped out on to the hus- 
tle and bustle of real life.

Ingredients 

700ml whole milk 

120ml double cream 

Loaf of white bread (medium 

4 free range eggs 

slices) 

6og Demerara sugar 

6og unsalted butter, extra for 

i25g sultanas 

greasing 

2 tbsp mix spice 


Method 

1. Grease a large casserole/pie 
dish with the extra butter. 

2. Remove the crusts from the 
bread, butter each slice on one 
side and cut into triangles. 

3. Place a layer of bread (butter 
side up) in the pie dish, with a 
sprinkling of sultanas and 
mixed spice, repeat until the 
bread is finished and set aside. 

4. Warm the milk and cream in 
a saucepan until piping hot 
but do not allow to boil. 

5. Whisk together the eggs and 


40g of the sugar until pale, 
then slowly add the cream 
mixture, constantly stirring 
until well combined. 

6. Preheat the oven to i8o°C/ 
gas mark 4. 

7. Pour the custard over the 
layered bread, sprinkle the 
remainder of the sugar and a 
little extra mixed spice and 
set aside for 40 minutes. 

8. Place the dish into the oven 
and bake for 40 minutes or 
until the top is golden brown. 

9. Allow to cool and serve with 
cream.

Time to get busy sowing in spring sun 


Tips from Cable 
Street Community 
Gardens 

APRIL is here and spring 
has really sprung! 

This is the month to get busy 
with sowing and planting. The 
risk of frosts is all but over in 
built-up areas, so direct sowing 
in the ground or containers is 
the best way now. 

If you have little space or 
maybe only a balcony, why not 
try carrots? The flavour of a 
freshly picked carrot is second 
to none. 

Carrots are fussy growers 
and like a sandy soil. Contain- 
ers filled with compost are 
ideal to prevent the twisting or 
forking which can occur in 
stony ground. 

Sprinkle the seeds 2.50ns 
(1 inch) apart and cover with a 



dusting of compost. Keep well 
watered. Start pulling the baby 
carrots when they are around 
finger size, allowing the others 
in the pot to grow bigger. 

Carrot tops are a tasty and 
unusual garnish to salads and 
other dishes. Carrots are rich in 
carotenoids which are said to 
help protect the body from 


cancer and heart disease, as 
well as promoting healthy skin. 

Dwarf beans are also ideal for 
containers and hanging baskets. 
Easy to grow, they like a rich 
compost and are happy in a 
slight shade, but prefer full sun. 

Place one seed every scms 
(2 inches) apart, 2cms (0.75 inch- 
es) deep. Start picking when the 
beans are 10-15 cms (4-6 inch- 
es) long. There are a number of 
varieties available, including 
ones with bright yellow, dark 
purple as well as green pods. 

April is also the time to sow 
sweet peas outdoors, along 
with sunflowers, herbs and bi- 
ennials (seeds which establish 
one year and flower the next). 

It is also the time to plant 
summer-flowering bulbs such 
as gladioli, and tubers such as 
dahlias and canna. Whatever 
you are doing, happy gardening!

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

Tribute to a boxing legend 

Teddy Baldock, pictured with his wife-to-be Maisie, remains a 
boxing legend in East London today and on May 16 a bronze 
statue will be unveiled at Langdon DLR station in his memory.

Boxing hero Baldock goes 
back to his East End roots

TEDDY Baldock was 19 
years and 347 days old 
when he became Britain’s 
youngest world boxing 
champion in 1927 after 
winning the ban- 
tamweight crown. 

And it's a record that has de- 
fied time and still stands today. 

The boxer, who was known 
as The Pride of Poplar, grew 
up in Byron Street and fought 
an incredible 81 times as a 
professional. 

He enjoyed a millionaire 
lifestyle, died penniless after 
spending many of his final 
years living rough. 

Now his memory has been 
preserved forever in the shape 
of a life-size bronze statue. 

His grandson, Martin Sax, 
has raised £35,000 to have the 
statue created and on May 16 
it will be unveiled outside 
Langdon Park DLR station - at 
the bottom of the road where 
he grew up. 

“It's where he was born and 
to have it there would mean a 
lot, because he was so proud of 
where he came from," said 
Martin. 

“He was so popular that when 
he was married in 1931 at All 
Saints Church, the ceremony 
drew thousands to the streets 
and was featured in the Daily 
Mirror and the Daily Express.'' 

Astonishly, Baldock turned 
professional at 13 and during a 
ten year career captured British, 
European, Commonwealth and 
World honours. He fought at 
venues like Madison Square 
Garden and the Royal Albert

Hall before retiring at 24. 

He had incredible fights with 
fellow east Londoner Alf Patten- 
den, but his finest moment 
came on May 5, 1927 when at the 
Albert Hall, he defeated Amer- 
ican Archie Bell on points after 
a classic 15-round fight for the 
vacant world bantamweight 
title, earning Baldock the free- 
dom of the borough. 

Unfortunately after he re- 
tired from boxing he had no oth- 
er trade to fall back on. The pub 
he had invested in was bombed 
during the war and without the 
discipline of the sport he wast- 
ed a small fortune gambling and 
drinking. 

He accumulated well over 
£20,000 and many trophies 
during his career, but lost it all. 
Eventually he died penniless at 
63, his final years spent 
sleeping rough or in common 
lodging houses around London. 

The fighter was forgotten by 
many, but Mr Sax was deter- 
mined that his grandfather's 
memory would live on in the 
area that was his home. 


A keen fan of boxing himself, 
the Royal Marine was fascinat- 
ed about his exploits in the 
ring and he always believed a 
statue would be a great honour 
to his accomplishments. 

“It really will be a fitting 
tribute to him," he said. “It will 
be great for the community 
and, hopefully, will give the 
whole area a real lift. 

“Hopefully it will serve as an 
inspiration and daily reminder 
to the pupils of Langdon Park 
College that one of their own 


had, through determination 
and hard work, risen to the 
very pinnacle of his chosen 
sporting career.'' 

Baldock died when Sax was 
only two years old and he only 
found out about his grandfa- 
ther's boxing history when his 
mother brought out photos of 
the champion 26 years ago. 

Mr Sax was fascinated by 
what he found out and after 20 
years of research brought out a 
biography with the help of Bri- 
an Belton called the 'Pride of 


Poplar'. After the book's success 
he is keen that a tribute to his 
grandfather is left where he was 
born and raised. 

“I'm really proud about what 
he achieved in the sport and 
I am really passionate about 
having something to remember 
him by, because he was such a 
big figure in the area,'' Sax 
added.

“I am so excited at being 
chosen.

“I thought my chance had 
gone when I left Jamaica. There 


will be three teams competing 
and I am in the mixed team. 

“Unfortunately, this trip is 
unfunded and as such we need 
to find sponsorship cash." 

Cherise earned her place in 
the team after excelling at the 
trials at Wood Wharf on the Isle 
of Dogs in January. 

Indoor netball is a variation 
of ordinary netball and has 
been running successfully for 
more than 30 years in Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and South 
Africa. 

It is now catching on in 
England because it is faster 
than netball. 

The games are played inside 
within high tension netted 
courts so the ball never goes out 
of play, creating a faster paced 
game.
